In the Office Action mailed on April I, 2002, claims 1-37 were pending. Claims 1-2, 
5-7, 10-1 1, and 14 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Collins et 
al. (U.S. Patent No. 4,550,058) in combination with art asserted in the Office Action to be 
prior art. Claims 8-9, and 12-13 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Collins in combination with art asserted in the Office Action to be prior art, further in 
view of Nilsen et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,258,443-Bl), Giles, Jr. et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
4,543,291), Zabrocki et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,334,450), Hull et al. (U.S. Patent No.
